Alabama 
and C o lo ­ 
rado were 
unloaded 
inside 
the 
stockade.

the 
niiiuber sixty- 
seven were women. 
All but sixty 
of the men 
were 
from Alabama, 
having been gathered at Birm ing­ 
ham Saturday night. 
The others 
come from Pueblo, Colorado, and 
claim to be furnace men who know 
but little or 
northing 
of 
mining. 
Many of the 
men 
claim 
to have 
come on 
the 
representation that 
they were 
to 
work 
at Columbus, 
and not in the strike pits. 
There were 
over 
five hundred 
men and women on the train from 
Birmingham, but half of them went 
on to Litchfield, 
where they were 
taken into the stockade of the K a n ­ 
sas and Texas Coal company. 
All of the Alabama negroes are 
armed, many of them carrying new 
Winchester rifles,, while. o,tbers are 
armed only 
with 
army 
muskets. 
T hey are of all ages, and some have 
never worked in mines before. 
At 
Weir City they will live in tents in­ 
side the stockade, which is ten feet 


high. 
T hey are drilling to-day and up 
to noon had rtot begun work. 
The Colorado men talk of leaving 


to-night. 
T h e arrival of the negroes sur­ 
prised many of the miners, and al­ 
though angry they say very little.

he threatened her life. 
After Mrs. 
Ross had read a letter to her hus­ 
band from a woman in St.

in answer to which he left for that 
city, she left him. 
She says that 
Mrs. Ross had been assisted by an ­ 
other brother and had lived with 
him for awhile, but 
that recently
